lecturer, 
and

Brother Hudson has retired from 
his business in Syracuse. N. 
Y., 
and spends his entire time in lec­ 
turing and assisting 
the young 
men and young ladies in the Bara­ 
ca and 
Philathea 
work 
in the 
United States. 
He is su[*'osed to 
visit only 
the larger cities, 
but 
through considerable effort on the 
part of the Baraca and 
Philathea 
classes here, he was induced to 
make a stop at Comanche and lec­ 
ture Friday night. 
People, not only of Comanche, 
but from different parts of the 
county were present to hear this 
lecture and all 
pronounced 
it 
worthy of their trouble in getting 
here to 
receive the instructions 
which 
Bro. Hudson 
was 
amply 
able to give them. 


He gave a history of his experi­ 
ence in the Baraca work, citing 
many 
instances where acts 
of 
kindness, and opportunities of en­ 
tertainment had saved hundrends 
and thousands of men and women 
fiom going wrong. 
His principal 
theme in the work seemed to be, 
not that all Sunday school class he 
the only object in view, but that 
entertainment and fraternal 
fea­ 
tures be made the leading

in the success of these classes. 


In his church he stated that

The scope of the

The January report 
fol­ 
lows : 
The total increase injwealth 
in 
Texas during the month of Janu­ 
ary. 1912, approximates $43,785,- 
500. 
This amount, divided among 
the five sources of receipts, 
item­ 
izes as follows: 
Agricultural.....................$15,882,000 
Mineral...................................1,540,000 
Factory................................11,220,000 
Fish and oyster.......................116,500 
Foriegn ca p ita l................15,000,000 
T o ta l......................... $43,758,500 
While January is an off 
month 
in agicultural production, it still 
holds the lead as a wealth produc­ 
ing industry. The mineral p»-educ­ 
tion. though comparatively small, 
is susceptible to almost unlimited 
expansion and many activities in 
prospect justify the prediction for 
a heavy increase at an early date. 
The factory has had a bad 
month 
on account of lumber mills 
being 
shut down a good 
portion of the 
month. 
The fish and oyster busi­ 
ness is an industrial youngster of 
promise. 
The steady flow of for­ 
eign capita! is a source 
of more 
than on* third of our 
total 
in­ 
crease. 


While we are able to 
approach 
production ye I th reasonable 
accu­ 
racy, our 
system 
of assembling 
information is not sufficiently per­ 
fected to justify an 
estimate on 
the total amount of money put in­ 
to construction work 
during 
the 
month, but we hope 
to secure 
it 


reach approximately $250,000. 
In order to make [the record of 
production complete, we must in­ 
clude live stock, timber and other 
surface production not ordinarily 
classed under the head of [agricul­ 
ture. .The stumpage value of tim ­ 
ber cut is estimated 
at $450,000 
and the farm value 
of live 
stock 
sold is placed at $15,000,000. 
We therefore find that the Jan­ 
uary 
harvest

New York and Liverpool. 
The New York and New Orleans ex­ 
changes are the producers' exchanges, 
and the Liverpool exchange is the con­ 
sumer's exchange, and in the humble 
opinion of this writer both the pro­ 
ducer and the consumer must have an 
exchange to create a balanced mar­ 
ket. 
Altogether 
the 
exchanges are 
clearing houses for the world's cotton 


Tho autumns of 1910 and 1911 were 
the first years in all the history of 
cotton that 
the producer got a good 
pric«* for cotton, while he had cotton 
to sell, and that because the A m er­ 
ican cotton exchanger 
enjoyed 
all 
the 
normal 
functions, which would 
be lim it'd 
by such 
legislation 
as 
the Heflin bill. 
"An enterprising Texas firm in De­ 
cember, 1909, did 
this 
very thing, 
paying from 14 to 15 ti nts per pound 
for spot cotton, hedged by future sales, 
and thereby helped to maintain good 
prices for the farmers spot cotton. 
Is 
not this irrefutable proof of the value 
and the necessity of a future system? 
it is the farmers’ only defense when 
the mills combine to keep out of the 
market and refuse to buy actual cot­ 
ton. 
Is there any farmer or politi­ 
cian so dull as not to comprehend 
this proposition? 
The terms of the anti-future bills ex­ 
pressly forbid the 
purchase or sale 
of cotton when the purchaser does not 
intend to receive it, or the seller In­ 
tend to deliver it. 
The effect of stnfh 
drastic legislation 
would be to pre­ 
vent spot purchases secured by fu­ 
ture sales, and the mills would be in 
complete control. 
Even a blind m an 
can see this. 
"In all products not governed by ex­ 
changes, like cotton and grain, great 
trusts have been organized and plun­ 
dered the people 
S e ^ w h a t the F ed ­ 
eral Government has had to do to the 
sugar, tobacco, steel, oil and 
other 
trust. 
I know that a corporation of 
$1,000,000,000 was tentatively formed 
to corner the cotton market bad the 
Scott bill passed. 
"When the Scott bill came near pass­ 
ing the Senate last February it broke 
the price of cotton $lf per bale be­ 
cause It would have killed the Am­ 
erican bull, the only friend to the cot­ 
ton market, while it could not reach 
the European bear, the enemy of high 
priced cotton. 
Not only this, but the 
bears secretly encourage the introduc­ 
tion and passage of such legislation, 
because it is always #t blow to cotton. 
"I do not specially blame our F a r­ 
mers’ Union friends for supporting an­ 
ti-future bills, because it is always 
represented to them as cotton gam ­ 
bling, while the necessity of such a 
system for the act^hl legitimate spot 
traffic is never explained to them. 
I 
make this appeal to the public at 
large, as well as to my audience, be­ 
cause I do not want to see our people 
commit themselves to a policy th a t 
will 
rove Injurious to the best in­ 
terests of cotton but on the other hand 
I want to ask my hearers to at once 
petition their Congressmen to oppose 
all legislation that will affect our cot­ 
ton markets adversely, while at the 
same time conferring a corresponding 
Advantage ort those markets to whom 
w^e sell our cotton. 
iLet our people wake up and study 
the v legitimate business which m ust 
Buffe* by laws aimed at speculation. 
I do not at all attem pt a defense cf 
sjxecularors, but realize that our leg­ 
islators are 'playing with fire when 
they attem pt legislation that may de­ 
feat the verv ends they set out to a t­ 
tain. 
Finally I submit that if such 
a bill as tho Heflin bill should be­ 
come law thatNit would: 
"(I) 
Unsettle; ami completely revo­ 
lutionize cotton prices by making Liv­ 
erpool the ruling cotton market of th e 
world.

"Italy was the cradle of music and re­ 
mained the cradle" was. of course, not 
intended to be taken literally, but sim ­ 
ply as a w itty exaggeration of an ob­ 
vious truth. 
Italy gave the world the 
first operas, oratorios, cantatas, over 
lures, sonatas and most of the ecclesi­ 
astical forms, and in course of time it 
furnished m aster works In all these 
styles of musical architecture; yet it 
remained for the composers of G er­ 
m any to w rite the most elaborate and 
fully developed specimens in each case 
Italy can show no choral works equal 
to Bach’s "St. M atthew Passion’’ or 
fla n d e rs "M essiah;" no overture equal 
to those of half a dozen G erm an m a s­ 
ters; no songs equal to those of Schu­ 
bert, Schum ann or Franz; no operas 
like 
W agner’s; 
no 
symphonies 
like 
Beethoven’s; no pianoforte pieces like 
Schubert’s, Beethoven’s or Schum ann’s 
On these points there can be no d is­ 
pute whetever, and th a t is why Qer 
many is now universally conceded to 
be the chief musical nation, even by 
those 
whose 
personal 
taste 
Impels 
them to favor particular e x a m p le s of 
italian, 
French 
or 
Russian 
music 
The greatest m asters of italy. France 
and Russia have been unanimous In 
looking up to the G erm an m asters as 
their m asters—as the men to whose in­ 
fluence they largely owed their own 
education and development — From 
Etude.

Filled with prog­ 
nostications as to the weather, with 
snatches of wisdom and humor, verse 
and essay, the annual almanac became 
a compendium of useful knowledge 
that was most eagerly awaited and 
was hailed as an important event In 
many a home.

hung upon a book in some corner, it 
always was ready for instant refer 
once. 
The wise saws and quaint say 
lugs which ran through Its pages were 
read over time and again by every 
j member of the family.

leave Texas where it is surrounded 
by such a magnificent array of splen­ 
did opportunities and search 
the 
wilderness and waste places for a 
livelihood where bulls and bears lie 
in wait for it and finally sleep iii 
dens and hovels and tramp the fin­ 
ancial highways when it might have 
remained at home and 
become 
a 
merchant, a banker or a captain of 
industry and have made frequent 
contributions 
towards 
churches, 
charitable institutions and the gen­ 
eral wlefare of the community. 
Many a Texas dollar has contrib­ 
uted towards the comic literature of 
the day by choosing outside invest­ 
ments in preference to Texas prop­ 
erties, and the pride and business 
reputation of the family has suf­ 
fered.
